Q. What is the networks’ basic pro- 
gramming philosophy? 

A. They give the viewers what the 
viewers want to see. 

Q. How do we know this? 

A. Shows that rate well stay on. 
Shows that don’t, go off the air. 

Q. But what about Joey Bishop? Forty 
ABC affiliates dropped him. 

A. Proves the point. He’s out. 

Q. But he’s being replaced by an- 
other talk show. At CBS, the stations 
the network owns used to do their own 
late-night programming and they ran 
movies. Since Merv Griffin came on, 
the CBS station’s audience in New York 
dropped 44 per cent, in Philadelphia 35 
per cent, in Chicago 40 per cent, in St. 
Louis 46 per cent. In Los Angeles the 
CBS station's audience went up 22 
per cent when Griffin came on but be- 
fore that there were four independent 
stations as well as the CBS station 
showing movies late at night, so the 
increase was to be expected. What 
with all those other drops in audience, 
though, what happens to the network’s 
basic programming philosophy? 

A. Well, there are other considera- 
tions, such as movies costing the sta- 
tions a lot of money. They get the net- 
work talk shows for nothing, AND they 
get to sell at least eight local spots in 
each show and keep the money.

A. And the networks like talk shows 
because when the station shows movies 
the network gets nothing. When it pro- 
vides an inexpensive talk show, it 
cashes in. Carson brings NBC $28 mil- 
lion a year. 

Q. But you're talking about what the 
stations like and the networks like. It's 
been proved that most viewers like 
movies late at night. And you said the 
networks’ programming philosophy is 
to give viewers what they want.

THE JIM NABORS HOUR 


SFr EVIEW 


Last fall Mr. Nabors gave two rea- 
sons why he liked doing this new show 
more than the late great Gomer Pyle, 
USMC: (1) because he liked to sing 
and (2) because he liked the hours. 
“A lot of people,” he said, ‘don't know 
the rigors of a weekly comedy series.” 
One thing is certain—a lot of us are 
learning, the hard way, the rigors of 
listening to Mr. Nabors sing. It’s not 
that he’s a bad singer—he’s not. But 
he’s just not a singer. He’s a comedian. 
And the result is, every time he sings 
a serious song we (1) can’t get out of 
our head that album of the New York 
Mets singing and (2) have an almost 
uncontrollable urge to grab Mr. Nabors, 
say ‘Terrific game, Jim,’ pour cham- 
pagne on his head and push him into 
the showers. 


H Mr. Nabors-is no singer, neither 
is he a native dancer. So this show 
obviously has to come down pretty hard 
on the third ingredient of all variety 
shows—comedy. And here let us say it 
does pass muster. Not only is Mr. Na- 
bors a fairly funny fellow to begin with, 
he has a very funny way of making 
even unfunny stories come off funny. 
And, more important, he has with him 
Frank Sutton, the late great sergeant of 
Gomer Pyle. Our favorite sketches in the 
show are ‘‘The Brothers-in-Law’’—sev- 
eral of which would, if we were a thinner 
man, have had us rolling in the aisles. 
We recall one in which Mr. Nabors 
had driven his brother-in-law’s car 
through the wall of his house. And al- 
though Sutton’s TV wife (Karen Mor- 
row) covers it up with a tablecloth and 
a mechanic comes to fix it, they're not 
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by Cleveland Amory — 


out of the woods yet. First in comes a 
drunk (Ronnie Schell), who thinks 
there’s been an accident, throws his 
coat over the mechanic and stumbles 
out to find an ambulance. Then in 
comes Sutton saying he’s just sold his 
car and the buyer is on the way over 
to pick it up. And even then you're 
just beginning. Also, we've seen some 
very funny sketches with Mr. Nabors’ 
guests—in particular one in which Carol 
Burnett played the wife of the Lone 
Ranger (Mr. Nabors) and promptly mis- 
took Tonto (Ronnie Schell) for a Mohi- 
can. ‘‘Tonto no Mohican,” the latter 
protested. ‘Tonto Sioux.” ‘“That’s 
funny,’ replied Miss Burnett, ‘‘he doesn't 
look Siouxish.’”” Unfunny? No, the way 
they did it was funny. 


Mr. Nabors’ duets with his guest 
singing stars are, unhappily, no match 
for this. In one recent show, for ex- 
ample, when his guest was Kate Smith, 
Mr. Nabors insisted on deferring to 


‘Miss Smith so much that it was hardly 


a duet at all. And the contrast was 
pointed—that no matter how deep Mr. 
Nabors’ baritone runs, the falsetto 
character he plays in the sketches 
runs even deeper. But no matter, be- 
cause this show too was relieved by 
one of their typical unfunny funnies. 
In this one Miss Smith and Mr. Sut- 
ton played mother and father to Mr. 
Nabors’ hippie Tarzan. ‘Your Father’s 
upset, I'm distraught,”’ Miss Smith com- 
plained. “Me Tarzan,”’ said Mr. Nabors. 
Honest, it got a laugh. And not once 
but twice Mr. Sutton broke them both 
up. “Let’s face it,” he said. ‘“Tarzan's 
a bum.” Again—well, OK. We laughed.

No time for television 


According to novelists, everybody in the industry 
is too busy lying, cheating, finagling, stealing, bribing, 
blackmailing, drinking and drugging 


with-a-network-background, 
that tells you what “really” goes on. 
We finally got around to checking 


the kind 


on this repository of secrets. We've 
read 15 of these novels in a row—a 
sampling published between 1951 and 
1969 (see chart on page 8). And, 
somewhat the worse for wear, we pre- 
sent a report on their contents. 

The theme of these books that’s 
gotten the most publicity, of course, is 


sex. It's overrated. Which is not to say © 


that it's absent. Everywhere you look, 
you bump into adulterers,. wife-swap- 
pers, nymphomaniacs, sadists, homo- 
sexuals, transvestites and orgies. 

But it’s a letdown. The high-priced 
creative brains depicted in these novels 
have invented no practices you can't 
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find in the Old Testament and Krafft- 
Ebing. There’s a drastic limit to what 
can be communicated in four-letter 
words. And, to paraphrase a famous 
saying, when you've seen one sexual 
slum, you've seen them all. 

Much more interesting—morbidly so 
—is the second theme that runs through 
almost all these books. It’s the internal 
politics of the networks: ‘Cannibal’ 
politics—to quote authors David Levy 
(ex-NBC) and Keefe Brasselle (ex- 
CBS). It's the same pattern over and 
over again, and here it is: 

At the pinnacle stand the chief ‘‘can- 
nibals’”’: the chairman of the board and 
his directors. These men, according 
to the novelists, are social, rich, two- 
faced, in search of Big Status and Big 
Money. As Brasselle put it, fictionally, 
they don’t give a “hoot in hell” for 
anyone on the network staff or the 
quality of their programs. ‘They only 
worry about keeping the stockholders 
in line . . . so that they themselves 
can continue to skim the millions and 
_live in luxury.” 


The board, say the novelists, likes to 
think of itself as a benefactor to the 
Nation and keeps its blind eye to the 
profitable shenanigans of the chair- 
man until something embarrassingly 
public happens, when it righteously 
boots him out. Herewith a Walter Ross 
confrontation: 

Member of Board: You’ve been run- 
ning your own show for years—telling 
us half, a quarter or none of the truth, 
lying, blackmailing, cheating . . . 

Chairman: There isn’t a man on this 
board who didn’t know—and approve— 
what | did. . You’ve used me— 
you've fattened on my success . . . the 
money, growth, prosperity . . . I've 
brought to [the network]. 

Until he's booted out, however, the 
chairman is around for a long time, 
and he rules with an iron hand. Chair- 
men, according to these novelists, are 
sort of smoothie Attilas. Pseudonymous 
mystery-writer William Dryden calls his 


chairman ‘‘a sanctimonious, pious little 
dictator.” Ross's chairman is a sadis- 
tic manipulator. “It amuses me _ to 
prick the egos of others,” he says. 

Ego-pricking is the most popular 
indoor sport of the hierarchy, it appears 
from these novels. It is played all the 
way down the chain of command— 
everyone reveling in what an Edwin 
O'Connor VP gloatingly describes as 
“the blunt, swift body blows to the 
self-esteem of a hireling.”’ Levy’s net- 
work president has developed sinister 
techniques for cowing his VP's: “‘Some- 
times he would fix his eyes—often 
rheumy from indulgence in luncheon 
martinis—on a speaker, and this glassy- 
eyed, intransigent staring seemed. to 
cow men, reducing some to incoher- 
ence and others to submissiveness or 
surrender.” 

It's easier for higher ‘‘cannibals’’ to 
scare lesser ‘cannibals’ than you 
might suppose. According to the novel- 
ists, they prefer to hire cowards as 
their underlings. Ross’s chairman 
taunts one VP: ‘‘You’re a weak man. We 
both know that. Your weakness is valu- 
able. It is your chief value.” And a 
Brasselle character says to a network 
president about the hiring of a crooked 
VP: “That doesn’t make him wrong 
for us. He’s such a spineless 
[creature] that he'll do a competent job. 
. . . Most important, he’s in total fear 
of you.” 

Fear isn’t the sole qualification for 
a vice presidency, though. Brasselle 
describes two well-entrenched VP’s as: 
“the dirtiest two-faced louse in the 
world, a man hated and puked on by 
everyone” and “an ignorant, —— 
-kissing clown with not an ounce of 
leadership . . . a mental parasite.” 

When all these gruesome gents get 
together. for executive meetings— 
which they do incessantly in all these 
novels—they are so exhausted by their 
own and each other’s vices that they 
are hysterical. Hearts pound, guts ache, 
ulcers bleed. At a hint of overt disagree- 
ment, they break into a cold sweat. > 
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continued 


And a request for a straight opinion 
paralyzes them. A Levy VP muses on 
the “strange, frozen-like attitude in the 
very posture of the men” when The 
Big Man asks for a judgment. 

But they’re not just scared of The 
Big Man, in these ulcer-ridden stories. 
They're scared of everyone, equals and 
underlings alike. The fictional VP’s com- 
pete frantically just to stay put on the 
treadmill, and gladly stab each other 
in the back. Meantime, they stand with 
their own backs to the wall, because 
their subordinates, knives in hand, are 
pressing for advancement. 

Amid all this intramural frenzy the 
fictional executives act like a batch of 
terrified Maxwell Smarts. In novel after 
novel they bug each other’s phones, 
tape-record each other's 
tions, refuse to take simple actions 
without ‘‘protection memos,’’. spy on 
each other's sex lives, have tantrums 
if their subordinates speak to their su- 
periors, and gossip and backbite and lie 
and lie and lie... 

The victors in this contest, according 


conversa- ~ 


to the novelists, are the wormiest. Bras- 
selle thus describes a VP who has held 
on to his job for years: 

It wasn’t that Chester Plan was a 
complete rat—he had only guts enough 
to be a mouse. But he was cunning. 
He had refined to a highly personal 
skill the art of stealing the cheese with- 
out letting the trap down to destroy 
him. . . . [He had] a peculiar ability to 
be continually involved in  double- 
crosses, yet dance away at the proper 
moment and, from a safe distance, 
watch the destruction hit everyone else. 

The cheese doesn’t do the victori- 
ous ‘mice’ much good, however. They 
can't digest it. They’re all nervous 
wrecks, say the novelists; their health is 
shot, and they're so obsessed by their 
colleagues that they brood about them 
incessantly. 

Why would any sane .being put up 
with a system like this? The answer, 
say these fiction writers, is simple. Max 
Shulman writes of his VP protagonist, 
the spineless liar who suffers from 
‘disgust, desolation and spastic colon”:

1969: The Love Machine, by Jacqueline Susann (Simon & Schuster)—who knows 
everybody who is anybody in show biz. 
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It may fairly be asked why he... 
allowed himself to be used so wickedly. 
The answer is quickly given: Ira was 
paid $3000 a week. 

He loathed himself for what he was 
doing. He felt like a man swimming 
through a sewer. But all the same, he 
kept swimming .. . 


Similarly, an Al Morgan radio producer 
broods: ‘I’m scared silly . . . scared 
because | haven’t got the guts to take 
a walk. . . . Can anybody really walk 
out on a passkey to Fort Knox?” 

Nobody ever seems to walk out, in 
these novels, save for one or two who 
struggle through to a feeble redemp- 
tion at the plot’s climax. Mostly they 
linger on, loathing themselves. Fort 
Knox is too tempting. 

And this is the third major theme of 
these novels: money lust, of a kind 
that would have startled Silas Marner. 

There’s an amazing amount of chi- 
canery going on in these novels, among 
characters on all hierarchical levels. A 
quick tally of the most outstanding: 

—The union technicians and camera- 
men who'll sabotage a show if the pro- 
ducer doesn’t slip each of them $25 
in a little white envelope. 

—The producer who charges a show 
budget for a $5000 desk and $44-a- 
yard carpeting, and swipes a VP’s 
furniture to boot. 

—The independent producer 
takes admen to the golf course to learn 
how broke they are, then bribes them 
to sell his shows to sponsors. 

—The VP’s who procure girls for 
execs—lots of these, in these novels— 
and charge it all off to “public rela- 
tions.” ; 

—The stars who use their high ratings 
to blackmail networks into multimillion- 
dollar deals. 

—The network VP’s who put shows 
on the air in exchange for a secret 30 
per cent of the show, plus trips, furni- 
ture, cars and real estate. 

And we’re not even bothering with the 
fictional legions involved in various 


who 


aspects of product plugging, payola or 
quiz rigging. 

Over and over, these writers insist 
that all this plain and fancy corruption 
goes on with the conscious connivance 
of top management. And after a half- 
dozen of these novels, you wonder why 
no one calls the cops. A Brasselle 
character says, ‘Believe me, pal, if the 
Government ever starts, it'll unbuild 
every network down to the corner- 
stones.” 

Every once in a while, of course, the 
Government does start snooping, usu- 
ally in the person of a senator. But 
these fictional networks have their little 
ways of coping. They hurl their top 
men onto the block as sacrificial goats. 
They blackmail the senators. And they 
bribe them. 

And so, according to the authors of 
these astonishing works, the wheel of 
corruption spins on and on. 


And here we stop, knowing that you 
are wondering: Is this true? The answer, 
of course, is: yes and no. Some of this 
is obviously going on—as a scandalous 
headline or two has told us in the 
past. And we’ve heard enough blarney 
from chairmen, seen enough top brass 
“mice” with the shakes, and heard 
enough silly lies from those palaces on 
Sixth Avenue, to know that some vari- 
ant of the ‘cannibal’ pattern exists. 

But, as in all such fiction, the evil 
is exaggerated, the monsters are larger 
than life and, most important of all, 
these books specialize only in mon- 
sters. 

There’s a curious little omission in 
almost all of these novels. Almost no- 
body works in this fictional world. 
Everybody is too busy lying, cheating, 
finagling, stealing, bribing, blackmail- 
ing, drinking and drugging. They don’t 
have time to work. 

So you can be pretty sure that all 
this can be taken with a big lump of 
salt. If these novels were the literal, 
sainted truth—there would be no tele- 


vision. 
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Not so good on

Every Saturday morning, the NBC children’s 
show H.R. Putnstuf displays an ingenious ex- 
ample of sonic broom. It has nothing to do with 
breaking the sound barrier, however—it’s the 
outrageous creation seen on these pages. Known 
formally as the Vroom-Broom, it is the prime 
conveyance for the archvillainess Miss Witchie- 
poo. The Vroom-Broom has an umbrella-shaded 
seat for Miss Witchiepoo and a_ bathtublike 
sidecar for her copilot (a goofy vulture who is 
forever being foiled by the good guys), foot 
pedals for steering, a pair of underslung rocket 
pods, and retractable claws for landing. Although 
it is a complicated-looking vehicle, it wasn’t 
hard to build: it's no more than a half-ton col- 
lection of steel tubing and whimsy welded to- 
gether and painted over. The hard part was 
getting the right witch. Sid and Marty Krofft, 
creators of the series, enlisted the aid of agents 
and studio casting people, but to no avail. “It 
was awful,” recalls Sid. ‘‘About a zillion ac- 
tresses showed up. They’d leap up on the desks, 
throw themselves on the couch, and 
shriek and yell. We went home 
every night with Ps headaches, but 
no witch.’’ Co- 4 incidence and 
good fortune ' provided Billie 
Hayes, a singer and dancer who 
has done Broad- | way, road com- 
panies, summer stock, movies 
and TV com- mercials. She was 
hired, Marty Krofft says, because 
“she had a great cackle.”’ If by 
chance you are wondering wheth- 
er Miss Witchie- poo's vehicle can 
really fly, we're not telling. We're 
not the sort who dis- illusion kiddies. 
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Professional football is faced with the 
delicate problem of whether to anchor 
the Sunday afternoon cotillion known as 
the Super Bowl, or whether to put it 
on the road. 

Those in favor of anchoring point out 
that a game in the same location each 
year can be handled with greater effi- 
ciency than one that floats. It also is 
easier to assure a sellout, what with 
people renewing their ticket subscrip- 
tions. as they do for other major bowl 
games. : 

The floaters contend that pro foot- 
ball is national in scope and should 
offer its showcase game to various 
sectors of the land—an idea that also 
appeals to the Sunday partisans who 
support the 26 pro teams. 

On Sunday, Jan. 11, the Super Bowl 
game will be appearing in its third 
location. It started in 1967 in Los An- 
geles, with two noteworthy results: (a) 
the populace screamed police when the 
announcement was made that the game 
would be blacked out locally on TV, 


and (b) only 61,900 attended in a sta- 
dium seating 94,000. 

Nobody seemed happy about that 
first Super Bowl. The owners grumbled 
about the crowd, Los Angeles viewers 
attacked the blackout, and television 
was anything but ecstatic over losing 
the second-largest market in America. 

California sunshine produces a more 
restless type of native than the type you 
find in Florida, where the local fauna 
live in peace, content merely with 
rifling the assets of northern tourists. 
When the second Super Bowl was 
shifted to Miami, only small protest 
was heard after the TV blackout was 
announced. And the Orange Bowl was 
sold out, inspiring the owners to re- 
turn to Miami a second time last year. 

When the game sold out again, and 
when no one appeared with signs vil- 
ifying those who kept the show off 
TV locally, it was assumed that the 
Super Bowl had found a permanent 
home. 

Thus. it came as an upset when the

What? 


The latest move of 

the Super Bowl paves the 
way for some conjectures 
on its future and that of 
pro football itself

owners later voted to hold the 1970 
game in New Orleans. In the light of 
what is offered on Bourbon Street, 
going to New Orleans for football is 
like going to Paris to fish in the Seine. 

It was explained that the owners 
wanted to alternate between National 
and American League cities, but more 
experienced observers saw _ political 
undertones. A senator and a congress- 
man from Louisiana had carried the 
ball for the pros in pushing through 
the Sports Bill, permitting the AFL-NFL 
merger, and the owners were believed 
to be tossing, in gratitude, an anchovy 
to the politicians’ state. 

For the Super Bowl last year, Jackie 
Gleason turned up with four blondes 
and three cases of champagne, figuring, 
no doubt, that Broadway Joe Namath 
would have liked it that way. In such 
natural environs, Joe responded by 
taking the American League to its first 
victory. His New York Jets won it not 
only for themselves, but also for NBC, 
which had been trying to peddle time 
on its AFL telecasts to clients who were 
convinced that NBC’s merchandise was 
inferior to that on CBS. 

To those who understand football, 
the Super Bowl proved nothing. The 
leagues could not be measured by one 
performance. But the financial impact 
was sizable. NBC was able to raise the 
price of AFL time considerably during 
the 1969 season. 

The Super Bowl game you will see 
this year on CBS will be the last in 
its present form, because the struc- 
tures and schedules of the two leagues 
will be changing next season. Three 
teams from the National League, Balti- 
more, Cleveland and Pittsburgh, will 
shift to the American, giving each 
league 13 clubs. 

The new arrangement will call for 
three inter-league games for each team, 
meaning there will be a chance that 
Super Bow! opponents will have met 
during the regular season. 

Whether previous meetings will take 
the dramatic edge off the Super Bowl 
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isn’t known. In league championship 
games, the principals have often played 
during the season. So have opponents 
in the Rose Bowl, which matches the 
champions of the Big Ten and Pacific 
Coast. Whatever the effect on the Super 
Bowl, NBC is bound to be helped dur- 
ing the regular season by the new 


“ scheduling. > 


Most owners in pro football are con- 
fident that their game will grow notice- 
ably over the next decade. Many are 
asking for larger stadiums to accom- 
modate the crowds of 1975. 

But others who watch sports aren’t 
so sure that by that time the national 
pastime may not be lawn bowling, -or 
Chinese checkers. Pro football is in a 
hot streak, unmistakably. And its ascent 
doubtless will continue for four or five 
years, at which point it could reach 
its crest, level off and decline, as base- 
ball and horse racing have. Increased 
leisure time is inevitable, and public 
taste is not predictable. 

Basically, pro football in the flesh is 
not a game for the masses, but more 
for the bourgeoisie. When a stadium 
has 56,000 seats, of which 50,000 are 
sold on a season basis, you don’t find 
the place loaded with proletariat. How 
many working stiffs can afford season 
tickets? 

Consequently, the same people fill 
most of the stadiums week after week, 
meaning that super mass-interest could 
be delusional. The owners counter that 
interest in their game can be measured 
by television. Indisputably, the sport 
has viewers, but so has baseball, which 
has been on TV for years—and is 
nevertheless struggling to hold its own 
at the gate. 

Certainly, pro football won’t die. But 
it won't grow indefinitely, either. In 
their enthusiasm, the owners remind 
you of investors who used to say, “lf 
Consolidated Buggywhip stock isn't 
safe, the country isn’t, either.” 

Well, Buggywhip has dropped but 
the country is still going on. 
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A hot tip from the president | 1 had lunch with the president, who is 
of Rhubarb Productions; | also the primary negotiable asset, of 
Rhubarb Productions, and | came away 


] with a hot tip for all you speculators: 
Is buy wooden melon crates. 


That's right. Melon crates. They don’t 
even make old-fashioned wooden 
orange crates any more—they ship | 
Oranges in cartons. As a result, accord- 
ing to the president of Rhubarb Pro- 
ductions, wooden orarge crates are a 
collector's item. The same thing is hap- 
pening to melons and melon crates. So, 
if you want to make bookshelves or 
end tables out of wooden crates, as the 
president of Rhubarb Productions is 
doing, | repeat, buy melon crates. 

Not that Rhubarb Productions has 
anything to do with melon crates—or 
rhubarb either, for that matter. It is 
involved with a variety of show-busi- 
ness activities, chiefly those of its 
president, Stefan Arngrim, the 14-year- 
old boy who plays Barry Lockridge in 
ABC's. Land of the Giants. (Kid per- 
formers used to have cutie-pie names 
like Jackie or Freddie or Mickey or 
Shirley, which became somewhat em- 
barrassing when they got to be balding 
and 40 or, as in the case of Shirley, 
ran for Congress. If Stefan Arngrim is 
still acting when he hits 40, he won't 
have that problem. And he probably- 
will still be acting then. After all, he 
started modeling and doing commer- 
cials in his native Toronto when he was 
five months old; and Land of the Giants 
producer Irwin Allen says, “I believe 
he'll be one of the few child actors of 
today who will eventually grow into to- 
morrow's big star.’’)

But back to Rhubarb Productions. An 
ABC press release says, “Stefan’s in- 
terest in business isn’t new. He feels 
that actors have to be businessmen be- 
cause contracts have become so com- 
plicated.’’ The release goes on to quote 
young Stefan as saying, “It isn’t just 
acting any more. There’s income from 
television, movies, recording, stage 
work and personal appearances. lt 
takes an agent, a manager and a busi- 
ness manager to handle everything. To 
have all three working for you spreads 
the income too thin.” 

Now Stefan Arngrim doesn't talk 
that way at all. Take the name Rhubarb 
Productions. He chose it because he 
wanted something ‘‘funky’’—not, as has 
been publicized, because his favorite 
movie cat was Rhubarb, whom he never 
heard of—and his conversation is punc- 
tuated by such phrases as ‘‘all that 
jive’ and ‘all that jazz.” The produc- 
tion company was actually the inspira- 
tion of Stefan’s father, Thor, a former 
actor and producer, now turned per- 
sonal manager and vice president of 
Rhubarb. Where most child performers 
have stage mothers, Stefan has a stage 
father—a dapper young man with. long 
hair and sideburns. Of course, Stefan 
has a mother, Norma Macmillan Arn- 
grim—an actress and writer—as well as 


a younger sister, Allison, 7, who is also - 


an actress. But, although Dad is most 
closely involved with the affairs of his 
son, there is the inescapable feeling 
that, where- Thor may have been the 
guiding genius behind Stefan’s career, 
he is now striving to keep ahead of 
him. A conversation between the two 


is almost a contest, a sort of poor 
man’s Algonquin Round Table, with 
each trying to top the other. (Stefan: 
“Il probably be drafted just in time for 
the next war.’ Thor: ‘Where would we 
fight? We’ve been everywhere.” Stefan: 
“The Antarctic—the penguins will re- 
volt.’’) 


Stefan is nothing if not precocious. 
In addition to his acting, he has writ- 
ten some 200 songs (‘‘maybe 40 good 
ones”); he has made a couple of rec- 
ords; he is working on a book, and 
plans. to number its pages noncon- 
secutively; he is writing a screenplay 
—an updated version. of ‘‘Faust,” set 
on a college campus—and a future. 
television series (‘very funky”’). He talks 
knowledgeably about such unschool- 
boyish subjects as the play ‘‘Oh! Cal- 
cuita!’’ and jokingly about an imag- 
inary television series called ‘Juvenile 
Fag.” He does well in the 9th grade of. 
the 20th Century-Fox studio school 
(‘They moved us to another room be- 
cause they needed ours for a scene in 
‘Myra Breckinridge.’ They had to take 
down the pictures of Shirley Temple’). 
But he does not do so well when he 
goes to public school (‘They call me 
a detriment to the morale of the class. 
They. don’t like me’’). He can be cocky. 
When he tied with John Wayne in a fan- 
magazine popularity poll, he said, “‘It 
was the first time John Wayne did 
well.” But he has a shy streak, too: 
“1 don’t like people to know who 1|- 
am. When | meet people on my own 
level, | just say, ‘I’m Stefan.’ ”

barb Productions lives with his family 
in a house near Liberace’s in the Holly- 
wood hills above the Sunset Strip. Ste- 
fan will eventually occupy an apart- 
ment comprising the entire third level, 
but now he has a room equipped with 
stereo and a set of drums, and deco- 
rated with posters—ancient movies, 
Sarah Bernhardt, Exide batteries—a 
sign saying ‘‘No Peddlers or Agents,” 
old pictures from the avant-garde mag- 
azine Ramparts, a Franklin stove and 
of course, an end table made from a 
wooden melon crate. He describes it 
as “an average American freak’s raom.”’ 

As for his role in Land of the Giants, 
which might be considered freaky, 
since he is a 5-foot-4 boy playing a 
5-inch boy, he says, “It’s the first half- 
way-straight part | ever played in my 
life. | usually play weirdos.” One of 
his earliest major roles was that of an 
illegitimate child in the daytime serial 
Search for Tomorrow. That was in New 
York, where the Arngrims moved from 


Toronto when Stefan was 4 years old. 
By the time he was 8, he had also ap- 
peared in The Defenders, four Hallmark 
Hall of Fame productions and several 
other TV shows. Since most television 
was being produced in Hollywood, how- 
ever, the family moved West in 1965. 
There Stefan landed a leading role in 
the motion picture ‘The Way West,” 
and continued to do TV—Combat, Gun- 
smoke, T.H.E. Cat, The Virginian and 
Here Come the Brides. He was signed 
for Land of the Giants early in 1968. 
Now, as Barry Lockridge, he spends 
a good part of his time hiding in rat 
holes, running away from giant dogs or 
being menaced by outsize chickens— 
all of which seems out of character for 
the president of a corporation. It is dif- 
ficult, for instance, to imagine Robert 
W. Sarnoff of RCA or William S. Paley of 
CBS hiding in rat holes or running away 
from giant dogs or being menaced by 
outsize chickens. Or even buying wood- 
en melon crates.

William S. Paley, founding father and 
board chairman of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, is acknowledged 
by insiders to be the real programmer 
at CBS, a behind-scenes role he is 
described as thoroughly relishing. On 
the other hand, CBS Inc. president 
Frank Stanton, long a leading industry 
spokesman in broad public policy mat- 
ters, is commonly regarded as con- 
cerned primarily with these and ad- 
ministrative affairs. But Dr. Stanton, 
it turns out, has some program ideas 
of his own. For six months he has had 
a special assistant, Donald V. West, 
quietly developing a pilot for a TV 
series which deliberately departs from 
the accepted molds. Described by 
West last week as an attempt “To 
marry news and entertainment” and at 
the same time ‘‘capture what is going 
on in the country today,” “Subject to 
Change,” as the test show is titled, 
was video-taped in cinema-verite style 
in various locales across the coun- 
try. “It's the story,” West explained, 
“of America at the beginning of the 
1970s. Everybody’s on the verge of 
revolution—and not just the kids. 
Some of it is pretty rough. There’s 
profanity. | don’t know whether it will 
get past our program standards peo- 
ple.” The bigger question, oddly 
enough, is whether the whole idea will 
get past Paley. West was waiting to 
show his brain child to CBS-TV pro- 
gram chief Mike Dann, snowbound in 
Canada. But Dann merely will propose 
—Paley will dispose.

editorial opinion on newscasts. Terry 
H. Lee, TV division boss of Storer 
Broadcasting, which owns CBS out- 
lets in Detroit, Cleveland and Atlanta 
as well as an ABC affiliate in Milwau- 
kee and an NBC affiliate in Toledo, 
said last week ‘no final decision has 
been made” about the local dis- 
claimer, implying CBS and NBC were 
being given time to begin labeling 
their commentary.

Second Look

Two recent specials presented contras- 
ting views of America—one pacifying, 
the other unnerving. “Christopher Dis- 
covers America” launched NBC’s 
American Rainbow series of children’s 
programs, and ‘‘Why | Chose Not to 
Run” was the first of the season’s 
taped interviews with former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 


“Why | Chose Not to Run” might 
better have been titled “The Com- 
pleat LBJ,” for in a scant 60 minutes 
the essence of the ex-President’s per- 
sonality emerged. This was no “new 
Johnson,” neither detached nor mel- 
lowed by the vantage point of retire- 
ment. LBJ devotees could only admire 
the unabashed frankness of his re- 
marks (many of which are already 
making—if not waves—considerable 
ripples).. As for non-Lyndon-lovers, 
well—from this interview alone, David 
Frye should be able to mine enough 
fresh material to take him well into 
the ’70s. 


In discussing his reasons for aban- 
doning the White House for the LBJ 
Ranch, Johnson’s conversation ranged 
wide, including a slam at the media 
(‘I never thought it was the Presi- 
dent’s credibility gap, | thought it was 
their credibility gap’); a quote from 
Lady Bird’s note persuading him to 
run in ’64 (“Beloved .. . to step out 
now would be wrang for your country, 
and | can see nothing but a lonely 
wasteland for your future”); a swipe 
at Humphrey’s backing away from the 
Administration’s position on Vietnam

(“It hurt us in the election”); and an — 


emphatic assertion that had he de- 
cided to run, he would easily have 
been re-elected (‘| had more doubts 
about what would happen in the ’64 
campaign than in the ’68 campaign”). 

Juicy tidbits aside, the program and 
LBJ were at their best in conveying 
the awesome nature of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive’s job. The horror of the Pres- 
idency, said LBJ, was being awakened 
by ominous early-morning phone calls. 
Now, relieved and relaxed, Johnson 
added, “For the first time in my life, 
I'm doing exactly what | want to do.” 


In contrast, “Christopher Discovers 
America” was as slight and sweet as 
a summer breeze. As a Korean orphan 
in search of the five Gls who had 
befriended him in his homeland, young 
Donald Huffman acted rings around the 
stodgy adults in the cast. It was, in 
fact, the depiction of grownups as cool 
enigmas that detracted from the pro- 
gram’s effect. The dramatic possibil- 
ities of the premise were regrettably 
never developed. Nor did an incessant 
and icky narrative song make for an 
adequate substitute (actually, it set our 
teeth on edge). 

Still, “Christopher Discovers Amer- 
ica” did manage to deliver an engag- 
ing young hero and a great deal of 
pretty scenery (a New England farm, 
a lesson in lobster fishing, a helicopter 
search for a child lost in a swamp, 
gulls perched on wharves, and a trip 
to the Rutland Fair in Vermont). We 
hope, for the youngsters’ sake, that 
that was enough.

How Beverly Garland gis 


snared her 
latest role on television

One day this past spring, 
Beverly Garland received a 
phone call from an actress 
friend. “Bev,” the friend 
said, “Fred MacMurray is 
getting married on My 
Three Sons. I'm asking my 
agent to suggest me for 
the part.” 

When she put down the 
phone, Beverly Garland 
thought: “If she can be 
Fred MacMurray’s wife, 
why can’t I?” And Bev 
Garland, who has made 
a career of playing psy- 
chopaths, alcoholics and 
other roles Ernest Borg- 
nine didn’t get, told her 
agent to sendin her name. 

Fred MacMurray hired 
her. 

They're still sputtering 
about it in Hollywood. 
They’re sputtering on the 
My Three Sons set. Cast- 
ing director Virginia Martin- 
dale, who had collected 
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more than 50 names, including those 
of Rhonda Fleming, Joanne Dru, Joan 
Caulfield, Pippa Scott and Mala Powers, 
says today: “‘We thought Fred would 
go for somebody more like his own 
wife, June Haver—somebody gentle, 
sweet, soft, very pretty. A lady.” 

Beverly Garland waves her hands at 
you when she talks, except when she 
is nibbling on her fingers. She has a 
laugh that ranges from rasp to bray. 
Her ambition, she says, is to play ‘‘wild 
women, scenery-chewing parts, Bette 
Davis roles.’ That is, when she isn’t 
saying her ambition is to be a night- 
club singer. ‘When I'm old, I'd like to 
be one of those broads in a night club, 
singing for my living, me and my Scotch 
and soda.’’ Not that she can sing. (Nor 
does she drink Scotch and sodas. Her 
only drink is a glass of wine with din- 
ner.) ‘When | was on The Bing Crosby 
Show, that fat old guy, what's his name? 
—John Scott Trotter-—asked me to sing 
so he could discover my range. Turned 
out my range is three notes. That was 
scary, playing Crosby's wife. It was like 
singing with God.” 


Beverly Garland comes on strong. Ac- 
tress-friend Ellen Clark says, “Bev is 
a straight shooter. She does not always 
say things that please you.” 

“There’s no hooey about her,’’ agrees 
another friend. 

That there’s no hooey about Beverly 
Garland no one doubts. After a few 
weeks on the set of My Three Sons, 
playing widowed schoolteacher Barbara 
Harper who meets and marries widower 
Steve Douglas (MacMurray), she al- 
lowed as how she'd never enjoyed work 
as much as she was enjoying this se- 
ries. “The scripts are charming. Fred 
MacMurray is cute, fun, sexy, alive. 
I'm happier here than I’ve ever been, 
working.” Then, in very nearly the next 
breath, she says, “I'll be so grateful 
to get back into movies where | don’t 
have to worry about my hair, my lashes. 
This show is my Custer’s Last Stand 
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as a sweet, nice, pretty face. Soon my 
face is going to fall. | look forward to 
aging. That’s when:I’ll get the roles | 
can sink my teeth into, all those Shelley 
Winters parts. This job on My Three 
Sons is a vacation.” 

Yes, she comes on_ strong. But 
scratch a little and another Beverly 
Garland edges into view. Her hobbies 
are flower beading and crewel work, 
lovely, delicate, feminine. She is a 
sensitive person, easily hurt. A lot of 
the noise emanating from Beverly Gar- 
land is the usual protective coating 
the insecure must have or be exposed 
painfully. Bev Garland knows all this. 
“| have to have my props, or | fall 
apart. When | talk, | often don’t know 
what I’m talking about. But | sound 
positive.” 


She is, she will admit, full of self- 
doubts. She covers them with a flip 
fatalism, a superficial pessimism. When 
the Crosby show folded in 1965, after 
one season, Bev Garland said, “I knew 
it. V’ll never work again. I’ve had it.” 
When her first marriage broke up, after 
four. months, she felt “‘like a fallen 
woman.’’ She had somehow sinned; she 
knew she'd never be attractive again 
to another man. She was all of 18. 

Sometimes the pessimism is not so 
superficial. In 1958, she starred in her 
first series, playing (naturally) a tough 
policewoman in the show Decoy, filmed 
in New York. Other actresses would 
have reveled in the step forward. ‘‘l 
lived by myself in a dreary New York 
City apartment. | felt so lonesome. | 
would look out at the courtyard below, 
and many times I’d think of climbing 
out on the ledge, and letting go. New 
York was too big. | had nobody.” 

After an unsuccessful second mar- 
riage, she played the field of Holly- 
wood eligibles. Lots of fun? Friend 
Ellen Clark, who’s known her for more 
than 10 years, says, “Bev went out 
with a bunch of selfish, insincere men. 
She took them seriously. They hurt > 
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continued 


her. They walked all over her with golf 
cleats.” 

So there are two Beverly Garlands, 
the tough female cop and the gentle, 
unsure woman. And casting director 
Virginia Martindale, who expressed sur- 
prise when Fred MacMurray tapped her 
to be Mrs. Steve Douglas, also says, 
“Bev is doing a wonderful job. Every- 
one will be pleased to see she can 
be the sweet person she is.” 

Whatever she is began back in Santa 
Cruz, Cal., where Beverly Fessenden 
was born on Oct. 17, 1930, an only 
child. Her father was ‘‘a supersalesman. 
He could sell you your toupee right 
off your head.’’ Bev adored him. Fes- 
senden was a self-taught violinist. Bev 
took violin lessons: James Fessenden 
loved the theater. Bev wanted to be- 
come an actress. The family moved to 
Glendale, Cal., then out to Phoenix, 
and back to Glendale, Bev working 
briefly at a radio station in Phoenix 
with Steve Allen, studying. more briefly 


with drama coach Anita Arliss, sister 
of George Arliss. : 

After a year of college, the 18-year- 
old girl met 20-year-old Bob Campbell, 
on Catalina Island. ‘‘He owned a boat, 
and his father played the horses. | 
thought it was great.’ They were married 
in Las Vegas, and were divorced four 
months later. The ‘‘fallen woman” -went 
to work—waitress, department-store 
clerk, secretary at a mortuary, office 
nurse, elevator operator, model. But she 
also acted in summer stock. She made 
television commercials. At the Players’ 
Ring in Hollywood, she appeared with . 
Richard Garland in a production of 
“Dark of the Moon.” The two were 
married, but when Bev’s career waxed 
and his waned, the marriage deterio- 
rated. They were divorced in 1953. Bev 
Garland appeared in Medic, playing a 
pregnant woman dying of leukemia, 
and won an Emmy nomination. She - 
made the film ‘‘D.O.A.,”’ which received 
excellent notices. It almost wrecked —>

A reporter in- 
terviewed Miss Garland one evening, 
and asked whether she thought ‘‘D.O.A.” 
would be nominated for an Academy 
Award. 

“No,” she said, with her usual can- 
dor. ‘‘There are too many better films 
around.” 

The reporter, she says, also made a 
pass. ‘‘Il turned him down.” He prompt- 
ly went to the film’s producers, and 
told them Beverly Garland was knocking 
“D.O.A."" As a result—says Bev—she 
was blacklisted by filmmakers for three 
years. 

Even with the movie blackout, she 
kept working, appearing in most of the 
television dramatic shows, playing gun 
molls and other assorted toughs. Yet 
that other quality kept peeping out. An 
actress recalls an episode of Decoy, 
shot over a decade ago. ‘‘Bev played a 
female cop who disguises herself as 
a hoochy-koochy dancer in a side show 
on 42nd Street. You could see her dis- 
taste for what she was doing. She let 
you know that the G string was not her 
bag. Her softness shone through. It 
was a lovely job.” 


So her career went. She appeared 
in Gunsmoke, Eleventh Hour, Rawhide, 
Man Called Shenandoah, Kildare, The 
Millionaire, The Nurses, The Farmer's 
Daughter. She worked as a_ regular 
panelist in the charade show, Stump 
the Stars. She played Bing Crosby's 
wife. Last year she appeared in the 
sleeper thriller film ‘‘Pretty Poison,” 
playing Tuesday Weld’s sexy, sleazy 
mother, and all but stealing the film 
from Weld and male star Anthony Per- 
kins. She is, says a Hollywood director, 
“an actor's actress. She gives you a 
solid day’s work.” 

Her personal life has settled into a 
happy niche. In 1960 she met a Holly- 
wood land developer and builder, Fill- 
more Pajeau Crank. ‘Il suppose,’’ says 
Beverly, “if your name is Crank, you 
might as well be Fillmore Pajeau.” 
Crank was a widower with two growing 
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children. A friend describes the first 
date as ‘instant hate.” Still, Fillmore 
Crank had to be a relief after a parade 
of ego-swollen actors. On May 23, 
1960 they were married. Now they are 
in the 10th year of an obviously suc- 
cessful union. Besides Crank’s two 
children, now grown (Beverly Garland 
Crank is a_ stepgrandmother), the 
couple have two children of their own, 
a daughter, 6, Carrington Kendall Crank, 
and a son, James Fessenden Crank, 
whom they call Big Jim. He’s one year 
old. 


The marriage has imposed certain re- 
strictions on Bev Garland’s career. 
“l operate under Fillmore’s rules. No 
Broadway show, no job where I'll be 
away from home a month.” 

If Fillmore Crank’s rules have in- 
hibited his wife’s career, the marriage 
strongly, if indirectly, helped her land 
her current role. Early this year, Don 
Fedderson, creator of My Three Sons, 
decided that Fred MacMurray had bet- 
ter get married if the series was to 
keep going beyond this, its 10th sea- 
son. Explains Fedderson: “Too many 
series stick to one theme, refusing to 
change. They end up stuck with that 
theme. They go down and out. Two 
years ago we decided it would be fun 
to have a girl invade the all-male Doug- 
las household. We had son Robbie 
Douglas meet and marry Tina Cole. Last 
season they had triplets. Then | began 
to sense a rooting interest in the public 
for Steve Douglas—MacMurray—to get 
married. It’s normal as apple pie these 
days for a widower to marry again. So 
we brought in Barbara Harper, a widow 
with a daughter of her own.” 

Such was the thinking when Beverly 
Garland asked her agent to submit her 
name. Shortly after, she was called 
in for an interview with MacMurray and 
the show’s producers. 


Panic set in. 
“| knew | had to have a shtick, a 
gimmick,” recalls Bev. ‘Il didn’t have 


one. And | wanted that job.” 
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Then, driving in for the interview, 
the shtick came to her. She sat across 
from MacMurray, and she said, ‘I’ve 
done Barbara Harper. | married a wid- 
ower with two children. | helped bring 
them up. Now we have two’ of our own.. 
Barbara Harper is Bev Garland.’’ Mac- 
Murray, himself a widower with a child 
when he married June Haver, must have 
agreed. Other factors helped. One was 
Beverly Garland’s earlier role as Bing 
Crosby's wife. Says MacMurray today: 
“| figured if she was good enough for 
good ol’ Bing, she was certainly good 
enough for good ol’ Steve Douglas.” 
But what he had said immediately 
after that interview was: ‘‘l felt comfort- 
able with Bev Garland.” 

For all her own arm-waving tensions, 
Bev Garland knows how to bring on 
comfort. The first scene between the 
two began awkwardly. ‘‘Fred and | 
looked askance at each other,’ Bev 
recalls. ‘He was thinking, ‘Oh, God, 
I'm going to put my arms around her 


and kiss her.’ | was thinking, ‘Who 
needs this?’ But | made up my mind: 
No tension. We kidded each other uniil 
| felt more comfortable and I’m sure 
Fred did.” 

Nor is it only Fred MacMurray who 
feels comfortable with Beverly Garland 
around. Don Grady, the married Doug- 
las son, with triplets, said on her first 
day at work, “You act like you belong 
here.” 

Most comfortable, of course, is Bev- 
erly Garland. Despite all her talk of 
waging her Custer's Last Stand as a 
sweet, pretty face, she is .enjoying 
every cute moment of the show. “‘l 
love it,’’ she says. ‘This year | get to 
refurnish the set's bedroom. Next year 
| can't wait to get at that front room.” 

Next year she may not have time 
for that front room. Next year, con- 
fides Don Fedderson, Bev Garland .and 
Fred MacMurray will have a baby. Cus- 
ter’'s Last Stand looks more and more 
like a delaying action.

It is difficult. not to think of Henry 
Fonda as a country boy—naive, unso- 
phisticated, ingenuous. He has been de- 
scribed by Cleveland Amory as “‘tall 
and taciturn, twangy and_ touchy.” 
Writer-director Joseph Mankiewicz sees 
him as ‘‘personifying American middle- 
class morality... Someone who knows 
him says, ‘There is a farm-boy shyness 
about him.’’ His background is the 
heartland of the Nation—the Bible Belt

It was a much longer 
story than that. | read the play in New 
York one summer, and right away | 
knew that the man’s part—what was 
his name, Jerry?—was nothing. The 
girl, Gittel, was the whole play.

part. Later on, | was on the Riviera 
when | got a cable asking me whether 
| would do the play or not. | figured 
that anybody who could write a char- 
acter like Gittel couldn’t help make a 
better part for the man, so | said I'd 
do it without even reading the new ver-

Director Bretaigne 
Windust, another Cape Cod colleague, 
has said, ‘‘Acting is sacred and he’s its 
crusader and everything has got to > 
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give way before it.’ Producer-director 
Joshua Logan says, ‘‘The man's dedi- 
cated to his art, to the point where it 
irritates him if everything isn’t in what 
he considers a state of perfection.” 

Fonda himself will rise and pace the 
floor with tears in his eyes when he 
_ talks of acting and the theater. (‘I 
started out to be a journalist, but, 
thank God, it didn’t work out that way. 
My father ran a print shop, and when | 
was in grade school | won a dollar prize 
in a short-story contest given by the 
local paper. It seemed natural to take 
journalism when | went to the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. | never did any act- 
ing in school—I had to work my way 
through. The first time | ever went on a 
stage, | had to be pushed—literally. 
Marlon Brando’s mother, really, was 
active in the Omaha Community Play- 
house. She was a friend of my mother’s. 
After | left college, | worked around 
the Playhouse, among other things, 
and Mrs. Brando decided | should try 
acting. I've made more than 70 movies, 
but the theater is still first in my heart. 
| try to do three movies and one play, 
then three more movies and another 
play—lI still get panicky if | know there 
isn't another part coming up right 
away. 


“Now Robert Ryan, John McGiver, Jo 
Van Fleet and some others of us have 
formed the Plumstead Players, a reper- 
tory company, and it looks as if we will 
be going on television. The Xerox people 
are talking to us about using our plays 
as a series of specials. [Fonda will 
appear on The Bill Cosby Show this 
Sunday night, Jan. 11.] Some people 
think that if you do the same part over 
and over, the way you do in the theater, 
you get tired of it and play it automati- 
cally. You say your lines, but you're not 
listening—maybe you're thinking about 
what you’re going to do after the show. 
My advice to an actor who does that is 
to get in another business. When we 
were doing ‘Mr. Roberts’ on stage, | 
told the cast, ‘Every audience that 
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comes has heard how great we are. 
Let's not let them down.’ By the time | 
played the movie of ‘Mr. Roberts,’ I'd 
done it 1700 times on stage, and | felt 
that each of those performances was a 
preparation for that last one. If ‘Mr. 
Roberts’ had been written as a novel 
instead of a play and then made into 
a movie, they probably would have 
started with Scene 108 or 109. | would 
have studied my lines the night before, 
come in the next morning, rehearsed a 
few times and then done it. That would 
have been my performance. This way, 
after all those 1700 performances, | 
knew that character and everything 
about the story. Roberts was my all- 
time favorite role—there’s nothing that 
guarantees an actor will ever get a part 
like that. 


“Of all the movies I’ve made, | could 
probably count the ones I’m _ really 
proud of on the fingers of one hand— 
‘The Ox-Bow Incident,’ ‘Grapes of 
Wrath,’ ‘Young Mr. Lincoln,’ ‘Lady Eve,’ 
‘My Darling Clementine.’ My one tele- 
vision series, The Deputy, | really didn’t 
want to do, but it seemed like a way to 
have my cake and eat it, too—l was 
part owner and co-producer of the pro- 
gram. I've tried to.tell my children that 
sometimes you have to compromise.’’) 
Fonda was reluctant to play Lincoln 
in “Young Mr. Lincoln” (‘‘It would be 
like playing Jesus Christ’). But direc- 
tor John Ford called him in and said, 
“Siddown! Now, what the hell is all this 
about your being afraid to play Lin- 
coln? This isn’t the President—this is. 
a jack-leg lawyer in Springfield who 
happened to be named Lincoln.” 
Untypical of the country-boy image 
are, of course, Fonda's children, Jane 
and Peter, and his five marriages—to 
the late actress Margaret Sullavan; to 
the late socialite Frances Brokaw, 
mother of Jane and Peter; to Susan 
Blanchard, stepdaughter of Broadway 
composer Oscar Hammerstein, and 
mother of the Fondas’ 15-year-old 
adopted daughter, Amy; to Baroness 
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Afdera Franchetti, who still refers to 
him as ‘the Fonda’; and to former 
airline stewardess and current Mrs. 
Fonda, Shirlee Adams, a petite, blue- 
eyed brunette in her mid-30s whom he 
married in 1965. One of the actor's 
former wives has said, ‘‘With Fonda, 
absence makes the heart grow un.” But 
he speaks freely of them and of Jane 
and Peter and what he refers to as their 
earlier ‘‘escapades.” (‘| anticipated re- 
bellion right from the beginning. It was 
partly because of this business and the 
fact that | had a fairly well-known name. 
Their rebellion was almost classic— 
there were those times and you just 
have to sweat them out. But now every- 
thing is fine. 


“Jane and her husband, Vadim, and 
the baby and their servants—six of 
them in all—are coming to visit and 
will be staying at the house. As for 
Peter, if | may be permitted a little 
paternal pride, | was in my 50s before 
| produced my first picture, ‘Twelve 
Angry Men,’ but Peter raised the money, 
produced, co-authored, and starred in 
‘Easy Rider’ before he was 30. It won a 
prize at the Cannes Film Festival—Peter 
got a standing ovation there. When a 
magazine ran some old quotes of Peter's 
about me—things he said during the 
rebellious period—he called me up and 
was crying over the phone. As for my 
wives, you really can’t count Margaret 
Sullavan—we were just kids in the Uni- 
versity Players at Cape Cod. | consider 
my second marriage a success—we 
were married for 14 years before my 
wife’s death. Obviously the next two 
were failures, but I’m very happy now.’’) 

Fonda gives every indication of being 
a happy man. (‘‘Shirlee has brought 
him out,” says a friend.) Far from his 
birthplace, Grand Island, Neb., he now 
has two homes: one in Manhattan—a 
remodeled, five-story, 18-foot-wide 
brownstone, which he has had for 19 
years and considers his home base— 
and another in Bel Air, a swank Los An- 
geles suburb, high on a hill overlook- 


ing the smog of the city. Although the 
Fondas bought the Bel Air house only 
two years ago, it has a long-lived-in 
quality, contributed primarily by Mrs. 
Fonda, who has furnished it with an- 
tiques—comfortable, homey ones—and 
crowded it with objets d’art. 


Although Fonda has said, “Theater is 
the only thing | understand,”’ he has 
other interests. One of them is not 
archery. ‘When | came to Hollywood 
30 years ago, they wanted me to 
sound glamorous, so they said archery 
was one of my hobbies,” he says. He 
is more interested in painting, and his 
work decorates the walls of his homes 
and those of his family and friends (‘‘l 
used to draw cartoons in college,. and 
| got A’s in biology for my sketches— 
and almost flunked the lectures”). Con- 
cerning Fonda’s painting, James Stewart 
says, “He probably read a book on the 
subject. I'd hate to give that fellow a 
book on nuclear fission. He’d come up 
with an atom split three ways.” His 
paintings are realistic, reminiscent of 
Andrew Wyeth and as methodical as 
the actor himself. Nor should methodi- 
cal here be confused with Method in 
the Actors Studio sense of the word. 
Fonda has been praised for the natural- 
ness of his acting, and it has been 
said, ‘‘He makes acting look easy.” 
Only in the spacious yard of the 
Bel Air house does the country-boy 
Henry Fonda become evident. ‘If I’m 
not working for a living or in my studio 
painting, I’m in the yard,’ he says. 
“This was all overgrown when we 
moved here, but now I've planted it 
with pears, peaches, apricots and figs.’’ 
Which probably only goes to prove 
the old saw that—despite the years 
of success as an actor, the five wives, 
the ‘“‘escapades’’ and later fame of the 
children, the high-style living, plus a 
World War Il stint in the Navy—you can 
take the boy out of the country but, at 
least in Henry Fonda’s case, you can’t 
take quite all the country out of the 


boy.
